But can a peace de- 
pendent upon human beings for its source long endure? We know it cannot, and we know 
we must look for someone above m4n as the source Of lasting peace.

The peace of Christ' is not a surface 
peace like that established at Versailles in 
1919, like the peace talked about at Lake 
Success today — but . a deep and enduring 
l^eaee which penetrates the depths of the 
soul. >It does not make men stagn^t, but 
rather it is a driving force by whicn they 
concentrate their faculties upon the attain- 
ment of their ultimate end^ This identifies 
men • with their neighbor, for they realize 
that all an^ striving for a common end — 
union with God. Men thfen look upon their 
neighbor not as a rival, but as a brother 
striving for the same reward which can be 
shared without loss to themselves. Conse- 
quently, men should unite their efforts 
against those who would hinder either their 

n . ■ . 

neighbor or themselves from obtaining this 
goal. The peace of Christ is true peace; it 
unites men with their neighbor, and with 
their^od. The world has "no such basis for 
peace. It can only encourage men to snatch 
at things, and to try desperately to protect 
what other men will most certainly try to 
take from them. 

World War II has been won. The price 
of victory was high. We fought not for vic- 
tory alone or for the crushing defeat of our 
enemies. We fought for victory with a just 
and abiding peace. In a war-time letter the 
late President Roosevelt wrote that the 
United States was fighting for “the right of 
men to live together as members of. one 
family” and to make certain that the spirit 
of brotherhood i'may be practiced here and 
by free men everywhere.” We fought for

never does he remain there so 
long as his inferiors. Almost be- 
fore he has come to a standstill 
he spots, in the ranks of the com- 
ing, a very dear friend, whom he 
proceeds to make a very near 
friend. There follows a warm 
handshake (sometimes even a 
fond embrace) earnest and ani- 
mated conversation, and before 
the awed onlookers have realized 
what has taken place, the master 
comes forth with a tray literally 
stacked with dainty dishes — al- 
ways two desserts. But how dis- 
heartening it must be to the 
master to note that at times the 
masses are so low, so depraved.
